Gain of 79 Per 





Cent In Nine 
Years, Record 


Number of Southern California 
Edison €o. meters within the 
Upland city limits has increased 
79 per cent in nine years and 
the number of meters in the area 
served by the Ontario office of 
the company has increased 121 
per cent. 

This report on the increase in 
service was made yesterday by 
Frank V. Vestal, manager of the 
Upland and Ontario offices of 
the company. Within the Upland 
city boundaries today are 4,235 
electric meters as compared with 
2,364 in use Dec. 1945. These fig- 
ures reflect a 79 per cent gain 
in the number of families and 
business buildings. 

In the larger area served by 
the Edison Co., the boundary is 
Central Ave. on the west, Eti- 
wanda Ave. on the east and south 
to the Corona city limits. In this 
district, the number of meters in 
use is 29,650. The 1945 meter to- 
tal was 13,406, Mr. Vestal re- 
ported. 

Included in the _ district-wide 
area are Alta Loma and Cuca- 
monga as well as the residential 
areas west to Central Ave.

Mr. and Mrs. T. Kirk Vernon are among Upland’s long- 
time residents. He was this city’s first mayor and has been 
active in many projects benefitting the community during his 
65 years of residence here. They reside in the house they 
erected when newlyweds at 621 W. 16th St. He helped set 
out many of the community’s citrus trees. 


Upland’s first mayor was a 
wig booster for the community

In 1906 Upland became a city —

When he was 15 vears of age 
he was. sent by his grandfather 
to see his father who was a min-

Henderson, Ky. It was there he

Colorado river water will be 
made available in Alta Loma and 
Cucamonga by July 1 if a tenta- 
tive construction schedule is ob- 
served. 


As the result of the voters’ 
overwhelming approval of the 
$1,200,000 water bond issue on 
Tuesday, leaders in the move- 


ment will be busy today in pre- 
liminary preparations. Directors 
of the Cucamonga County Water 
district met informally yesterday 
in discussing steps that would 
result in an early start of 
gigantic project. 

The Montgomery engineering 
firm will immediately prepare 
detailed plans and specifications 
for placing of water distribution 
mains, reservoirs and _ booster 
pumps throughout the district. 
3ids will be called for construc- 
tion at an early date. Obtaining 
of rights-of-way will be the first 
major step in the long-range wa- 
ter development program. 

By a heavy majority of 518 
to 72, residents in Alta Loma and 
Cucamonga approved a $1,206,000 
bond issue Tuesday. A two-thirds 
vote was required but the en- 
thusiastic voters went far beyond 
this margin to give authority to 
the water district directors to 
bring to them Colorado river wa- 
ter. 

Robert Nesbit, president of the 
water board, said this is the 
final election needed to actually 
make possible funds that will re- 
sult in the water supply being 
made available. He joined other 
members of the board in ex- 
pressing appreciation for the 
wholehearted endorsement given 
the proposed district-wide pro- 
ject. 

Cucamongans voted 227 to 48 
in approving the bonds. Alta Lo- 
ma’s vote was 291 to 24. The 
combined ballot tabulation shows 
a margin of 7 to 1 in favor of 
financing the water distribution 
system in accordance with a pre- 
viously adopted engineering plan.

An ultra modern campus 
awaits Upland high school stu- 
dents Sept. 12. 


What happens wnen educational 
planners use all the modern facil- 
ities in creating the best possible 
surroundings on a completely new 
campus is evident at every turn 
on the W. 11th St. 40 acre site, 

Seven hundred and fifty fresh- 
men and sophomore students will 
be in the classrooms 11 days 
hence. Not only is every building 
new and every fixture fresh from 
the manufacturers, but also» ev- | 
ery phase of the planning and 
facilities is in keeping with the 
modern age of providing the best 
possible in educational facilities. 
BIGGER STUDENT BODY 

At least 2,500 students will 
eventually be on the campus. And 
so the planning is for the maxi- 
mum use of the classrooms and 
all other buildings. 

The five classrooms now on 
the campus will adequately serve 
the first student body — and 
many more. Many of the facili- 
ties are so planned their use can 
be changed or expanded as the 
need arises. 

Basically, all the classrooms 
are built along the same plan — 
each with outside windows, sky- 
lights, pleasing pastel colors, 
acoustical wallboard, desk-chairs 
and special facilities. 

And each building is planned 
to handle the maximum number 
of students. The homemaking 
building, for example, has space 





and facilities for the junior and 
senior classes. Until they are 
needed by the advanced classes, 
however, they will be used for 
other purposes. Likewise, with all 
the other classrooms, the edu- 
cational and building planners 
sought to serve the smaller stu- 
dent body of the next two years 
and provide for the maximum 
number of the future. 
BIG GYMNASIUM 

Always a center of general 
interest is the gymnasium with 
its basketball courts, bleachers.. 
showers and other facilities. This 
structure will be among the last 
to be completed on the campus, 
although it will be used partially 
soon after classes begin. The 
boys’ section will be on the west | 
side of the massive building and 
the girls’ will use the east side.

Extending up to the base of 
the Sierra Madre mountains, Up- 
land is today a community of 
many attractions, varied. inter- 
ests and the center of great pos- 
sibilities.

AREA CHANGES 

From time to time an airplane 
view of the community is pub- 
lished by The Upland News. Each 
succeeding picture shows a grad- 
ual advancement of the residen- 
tial district into the citrus dis- 
trict. The current view, taken by 
Robert Frampton, Claremont, a 
few months ago shows many 
more blocks of houses than the 
one previously published. 

The 40-acre Upland high school 
campus is shown as the most 
northerly portion of ‘‘open land’’ 
immediately above a residential 
area to the left of Euclid Ave. 

Upland city limits contains 12 
square miles. The picture  in- 
cludes not only the city but also 
adjacent area on the east, an 
estimated total of 18 square miles 
south of the mountains. 
Cucamonga canyon at the base 
of the mountains is at the top 
right of the scene. Below this 
canyon, from which flows run- 
off water, are many check dams
